whloh would be derogatory oonoemlng oase 

Hungarian military or general human honor. 

This way the "truth" would be proved and it could be 
avoided that the deal would bo brought to Oounoil, That 
much 1 believe could be preseed out of them. 

There is no doubt that further up aomeome will reoeive 
a kiok for this. But there is more to this deal than to 
worry about the kiok one of Z.'s protaotora will 
raoelva or not.
